According to a report before a 
committee, just 68 per cent of 
Edmontonians polled feel the city 
is equipped for a major emergency. 

The original target suggested 
by administration was to bring 
that confidence to 75 per cent by 
2013. 

The committee is expected to 
recommend a replacement goal of 
better training for Emergency 
Operations Centre staff instead. 

“That probably is a much bet¬ 
ter target than people’s opinions,” 
said Conn. Karen Leibovici. 

The report recommends cours¬ 
es in emergency management and 
incident command systems at the 


Emergency preparedness 


The report suggests 95 per cent 
of workers become “fully trained” 
in emergency exercises as staff 
absences and turnovers make it 
“unreasonable to expect all staff 
to be fully trained at all times.” 
There are no provincial or federal 
standards for emergency opera¬ 
tions centres, according to the 
report. 

EOC centre for 95 per cent of staff 
by 2013, up from a current 87 per 
cent. 

Leibovici feels Edmonton is pre¬ 
pared should a large disaster hap¬ 
pen, between the EOC and the reg¬ 
ular staging and carrying out of 
mock emergencies.

Hefty fine dished out to 
Queen of Tarts bakery 

O Owner must pay $10K for using trademarked name 
O Business must also be rebranded and renamed 


When Linda Kearney 
started selling her tasty 
lemon tarts at an Edmon¬ 
ton farmers’ market, her 
six-year-old granddaugh¬ 
ter came up with a name 
for the business while 
reading Alice in Wonder¬ 
land. 

Queen of Tarts, a twist 
on the classic story’s 
Queen of Hearts charac¬ 
ter, became Kearney’s 
food persona and stuck as 
her popular sweets stand 
transformed last year into 
a trendy new bakery and 
cafe. 

She didn’t know the 
name would actually lead 
her down a rabbit hole, 
straight into a legal night¬ 
mare. 


“1 never thought it 
would be an issue,” said 
the 54-year-old former so¬ 
cial worker as she sat in 
her downtown cafe, her 
pale face flushed red and 
tears springing from her 
eyes. 

An Ontario pastry chef 
who owns The Queen of 
Tarts trademark has suc¬ 
cessfully sued Kearney for 
infringing on her brand 
name. 

The Federal Court or¬ 
dered Kearney to pay 
$10,000 in damages, plus 
court costs. 

She also has to pay 
thousands more to re¬ 
brand her business with a 
new name. 

Kearney said she was 


served with the suit last 
May, three months after 
the cafe opened its doors. 
She was overwhelmed 
with starting the restau¬ 
rant, had put all her life 
savings into the venture 
and became too depressed 
to deal with the issue. 

She didn’t hire a lawyer 
and struggled to navigate 
the legal system on her 
own. 

The court issued a de¬ 
fault judgement in August 
and she didn’t find out 
about the ruling until it 
was too late to appeal. 

She said she was too 
busy to deal with the mat¬ 
ter during the Christmas 
season.

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Navy overhauled 
intelligence as alleged 
spy lurked in midst 

O Former naval officer accused of leaking information 


An unfolding spy drama 
involving a junior Canadi¬ 
an officer comes amid a de¬ 
termined effort by the 
Royal Canadian Navy to 
improve and expand its 
own intelligence capacity. 

Over the past two years, 
military planners working 
for the head of the navy 
have been drawing a “road 
map” in order to provide 
decision-makers and war¬ 
ships at sea with better in¬ 
formation on possible 
threats to domestic waters 
and among international 
shipping lanes, a series of 
internal documents reveal. 

The strategy was widely 
circulated among senior 
echelons of the navy in 
2010, according to a brief-

Unregistered passengers 
might have been aboard 
the stricken cruise liner 
that capsized off Giglio, 
Italy, a top rescue official 
said Sunday, raising the 
possibility that the num¬ 
ber of missing might be 
higher than previously an¬ 
nounced. 

Divers, meanwhile, 
pulled out a woman’s 
body from the capsized 
Costa Concordia on Sun¬ 
day, raising to 13 the num¬ 
ber of people dead in the 
Jan. 13 accident. 

Earlier, Italian authori¬ 
ties raised the possibility 
that the real number of 
the missing was unknown 
because some unregis¬ 
tered passengers might 
have been aboard.

Finally bowing to pressure 
from disgruntled share¬ 
holders, the two men who 
head BlackBeny maker Re¬ 
search in Motion will step 
down from their positions 
as co-chief executives of the 
troubled Canadian high- 
tech company. 


Jim Balsillie and Mike 
Lazaridis will turn over op¬ 
erational control of RIM to 
new CEO Thorsten Heins, 
the company’s former chief 
operating officer, RIM’s 
board said Sunday 

While Balsillie and 
Lazaridis have left day-to- 


day operations altogether, 
they both still remain on 
RIMs board and will be able 
to exert significant influ¬ 
ence. 

Balsillie, 50, and 
Lazaridis, 50, have headed 
RIM together for the past 
two decades but investors 


lost patience with the pair 
in 2011 as RIM dropped be¬ 
hind its peers in the light¬ 
ning-paced smartphone 
market, suffering through 
the worst service outage in 
its histoiy and losing tens 
of billions of dollars in mar¬ 
ket value.

DRUG COULD SOON HIT 
SHELVES IN U.S. 



Ottawa spending cuts means major 
job losses, says report 


A quarter-century after the U.S. 
Food and Drug Administration ap¬ 
proved the first prescription drugs 
based on the main psychoactive 
ingredient in marijuana, addition¬ 
al medicines derived from or 
inspired by the cannabis plant it¬ 
self could soon be making their 
way to pharmacy shelves, accord¬ 
ing to drug companies, small 
biotech firms and university scien¬ 
tists. 

A U.K. company, GW Pharma, is 
in advanced clinical trials for the 
world’s first pharmaceutical devel¬ 
oped from raw marijuana instead 
of S5mthetic equivalents — a 
mouth spray it hopes to market in 
the U.S. as a treatment for cancer 
pain. It hopes to see FDA approval 
in 2013. 

Sativex contains two marijuana 


components — 
delta 9-THC and 
cannabidiol. It has been 
approved in Canada, 

New Zealand and eight 
European countries for re¬ 
lieving muscle spasms assoc 
ated with multiple sclerosis. 

Currently, 16 U.S. states and 
the District of Columbia allow 
residents to use marijuana legally 
with doctors’ recommendations. 

The U.S. Drug Enforcement 
Administration categorizes 
pot as a dangerous drug 
with no medical value, 
but the availability of 
Sativex may increase 
pressure on the federal 
government to revisit its 
position.

staffing levels since 2000. 

About 6,300 person 
years are in the process of 
being eliminated as a re¬ 
sult of department 
reviews launched 
between 2007 and 2010, 
designed to save $1.8 bil¬ 
lion. 

But that is the “tip of 
the iceberg,” says the re¬ 
port from the Canadian 
Centre for Policy Alterna¬ 
tives. 

The major impact on 
jobs will derive from the 
$2-billion departmental 
spending freeze 
announced in 2010, 
which is only now being 
put into effect, and the 
$4-billion Strategic and 
Operating Review that 
will be part of the coming 
budget. 

In total, the three 
waves of cost cutting are 
intended to yield the gov¬ 
ernment $7.8 billion in 
annual savings upon com¬ 
pletion in 2014-15. 

Government ministers 
have yet to reveal how 
they will apportion the 
cuts, but have conceded 
jobs will be lost through 
attrition and likely also 
layoffs.

Bank of Canada governor 
Mark Carney says the U.S. 
economy could take years 
to recover from its current 
weak state — and may nev¬ 
er return to its gloiy days. 

“The nature of the U.S. 
recovery, it’s going to take a 
number of years before 
they get back to the U.S. 
that we used to know,” Car¬ 
ney told CTV’s Question Pe¬ 
riod on Sunday. 


“In fact, they are not in 
our opinion ultimately go¬ 
ing to get back fully to the 
U.S. we used to know.” 

The weakness south of 
the border is costing the 
Canadian economy $30 bil¬ 
lion annually in lost ex¬ 
ports, according to Carney. 

And while the central 
bank is predicting a 0.6 per 
cent hit to the Canadian 
economy — worth about 


$10 billion — from the Eu¬ 
ropean economic crisis, 
Carney says consumer 
spending and business in¬ 
vestment will prevent 
Canada from sliding back¬ 
wards. 

Those two sectors will be 
key in countering the slow¬ 
down outside Canada and 
government austerity 
measures at home, said Car¬ 
ney.

Once again. Mayor Stephen Mandel has clearly 
shown he is willing to lead by example. 

He has chosen not to take an increase in his salary. 
And to his credit, this is something he has done 
before. 

No one is going to think that his refusal to take an 
additional few thousand dollars is going to make a dif¬ 
ference to the city’s finances. 


Even if all the members 
of council follow suit, it is 
not going to reduce this 
year’s tax increase or keep 
utility fees from going up. 

His action does, howev¬ 
er, send a clear message to 
Edmontonians that he un¬ 
derstands that these are 
still tough economic times 
and very few of us are go¬ 
ing to get the kind of 
salary increase he was in 
line for. 

One could argue that 
even with no salary what¬ 
soever, we are unlikely to 
see Mandel on the street 
with a sign that says “Will 
mayor for food.” It is a 
symbolic gesture, but it is 
one worth making. I have 
not always agreed with 
what the mayor has done and wants to do, but in this 
case, he deserves kudos from all of us. 

On another note entirely, I think it’s time for 
Edmonton’s traffic circles to become a thing of the 
past. 

I think that if they are used properly, they do a good 
job of keeping traffic moving. That’s what they were 
designed to do. 

But they need to be used properly and such is not 
often the case. 

People just don’t seem to understand how the traf¬ 
fic is intended to flow and who has the right of way 
and who doesn’t. 

The Bonnie Boon circle is poorly lit and at night it is 
difficult to see a pedestrian who wants to cross the 
street. 

This is particularly true when you are on the inside 
lane. 

We know we can make a traffic circles work with 
traffic lights. 

It’s time to do that before we read about yet another 
fatality.

“Especially now, with 
the EU in crisis, people re¬ 
member her for her oppo¬ 
sition to the EU.” 


Indeed, today’s Britain 
seems much closer to 
Thatcher’s beliefs than 
the Britain she ruled. Last 
year 54 per cent of Britons 
thought social benefits (to 
low-income households) 
were too high, compared 
to 35 per cent in 1983. 
“Sympathy for people at 
the bottom of the heap 
has evaporated,” notes 
Wind-Cowie.

Neil Young recalls how his 
first concert film with direc¬ 
tor Jonathan Demme was a 
lush, stately tribute to coun¬ 
try music. 

He says their latest, Neil 
Young Journeys, is more 
like an electric bolt, with a 
“grinding, blinding beauty 
to it.” 

Their 2006 film Neil 
Young: Heart of Gold pre¬ 
miered at the Sundance 
Film Festival and was a re¬ 
flective, comforting chroni¬ 
cle of two shows Young 
performed at Nashville’s 
R 5 mian Auditorium along¬ 
side such longtime musical 
comrades as Emmylou Har¬ 
ris, Ben Keith and Spooner 
Oldham. 

Journeys is a raw, thun¬ 
derous counterpart, filmed 
by Demme at Toronto’s 
Massey Hall during the clos¬ 
ing shows of Young’s solo 
tour last year. Solo often im¬ 
plies intimate and acoustic, 
but Young wails away on 
electric guitar, harmonica, 
piano and organ through¬ 
out the show. 

The new film played Sat¬ 
urday at the Slamdance 
Film Festival, a rival show¬ 
case to Sundance. Demme 
says it was a fitting place be¬ 
cause both Slamdance and 
the film share something of 
a “bad-boy” attitude. 

“Journeys is so different 
from Heart of Gold. It’s like 
the other side of the uni¬ 
verse,” Young, 66, said in an

Vacuums capture and

“Depending on the 
model, we range from 33-

ly lose one percentage 
point in actual cleaning 
performance.” 

Electrolux is not alone. 
Rainbow, Sanitaire, Filter 
Queen, Miele and Dyson 
highlight a long — and 
ever-growing — list of 
manufacturers building 
more environmentally 
friendly machines. 

“Historically, the con¬ 
sumer has been led to be¬ 
lieve that if you have a 
high-wattage vacuum, it’s 
a powerful cleaner,” says 
Nord. “But that has noth¬ 
ing to do with it. It’s how 


well it’s designed that pro¬ 
vides the cleaning per¬ 
formance.” 

Noise remains an issue, 
although more-efficient 
vacuum cleaners tend to 
also be slightly quieter. 

And though bagless vac¬ 
uums certainly exist, even 
vacuum bags are gradually 
being greened. 

“We’re finding renew¬ 
able resources that can be 
transferred into materials 
that do the same job as 
non-renewable ones,” she 
says. “We’ve actually start¬ 
ed marketing a vacuum 
cleaner dust bag that is 
made out of corn starch.” 

There’s even a designer 
line of cleaners — Vac 
from the Sea — made from 
plastic pollution harvested 
from the world’s oceans. 

“When we started work¬ 
ing with recycled plastics, 
we realized how hard it 
was for us, as a manufac¬ 
turer, to come by plastics 
of a good enough quality. 
We found local green or¬ 
ganizations that are al¬ 
ready working with this.
